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SUIT AGAINST UNITED. 


Profits of Straw Board and Uncas Prop- 
erties Only for United’s Treasury. 


Sidney Mitchell, Representing the Stockholders’ Protective Com- 
mittee, Has Started Legal Proceedings—Bill Declares the 
American's Holdings of Uncas Stock Unlawful. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Cuicaco, December 24, 1006.—The dissensions which for years 
have racked the stockholders of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company have finally come to a head with the forming of a “pro- 
tective committee,” the starting of legal proceedings to enjoin the 
payment of any dividends of American Straw Board or profits of 
Uncas Paper Company except to the United, and the starting of 
an active canvass among stockholders for proxies to oust Presi 
dent O. C. Barber and his coterie of directors at the next annual 
meeting. At the same time the bill declares the American holding 
of Uncas stock is unlawful. 

Sidney Mitchell, of the-stock and grain firm of Milmine, Bodman 
& Co., 5 Board of Trade Building, Chicago, has been the leader in 
the agitation and negotiations during the past two weeks which 
have just culminated in the filing of one of the most sensational 
documents ever put in the files of a court of record. Associated 
with him as the executive committee of the “protective committee” 
is L. W. Bodman, of the same firm, and Herman Grossman, a fur 
dealer and officer of Street’s Western Stable Car line. The radi 
cal action, which will undoubtedly result in a complete airing of the 
affairs of United, is generally approved among the local financial 
interests, and it is understood that L. A. Wiley and others of the 
local directors are in sympathy with the action and have furnished 
information on which many of the allegations were based. The bill 
was filed late Friday afternoon, and another meeting of the execu- 
tive committee will be held Monday to determine on further action. 

Direct charges of fraud against O. C. Barber and his supporters 
in the directorate are made in the bill. It recites the vicissitudes 
of the American and Uncas properties, and how they occupy the 
paradoxical position of being money makers, yet profiting their 
actual owner—the United—nothing. The bill in full is as follows:

Your orator, Sidney Mitchell, a, citizen of the State of Illinois 
and a resident of the city of Chicago, in said State, brings this his 
bill of complaint on behalf of himself and all other shareholders 
of the United Box Board and Paper Company, a corporation 
organized under and by virtue of the laws of the State of New 
Jersey, similarly situated and who will join him in this bill of 
complaint. 

Your orator respectfully represents unto your honors that the 
said United Box Board and Paper Company was incorporated un- 
der the laws of the State of New Jersey on the 28th day of May, 
A. D. 1902, to consolidate about twenty-five other concerns en- 
gaged in the straw board and box board business in the United

States, and to acquire, hold and manage and control their said 
properties; that the authorized capital stock of the said United 
Box Board and Paper Company is $14,948,000 accumulated pre- 
ferred stock, of which there is outstanding $14,771,459; and $14,- 
018,000 common stock, of which there is outstanding $13,896,433 
Chat the par value of each of the shares of said stock is. one 
hundred ($100) dollars 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that he was at the 
time of the doing of the acts and things hereinafter complained of, 
and is now, the lawful owner and holder of 1,000 shares of the 
preferred stock and 1,000 shares of the common stock of said 
United Box Board and Paper Company. 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that the said 
United Box Board and Paper Company has been ever since its 
incorporation, and is now, engaged in business under said charter, 
and during that time acquired large and valuable properties of 
straw board and box board mills and large quantities of capital 
stock of corporations engaged in straw board and box board and 
paper business in the United States 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that with other 
properties said United Box Board and Paper Company acquired 
and became the owner of the entire capital stock of the Uncas 
Paper Company, a corporation organized and doing business under 
and by virtue of the laws of the State of Connecticut, having a 
capital stock of $200,009, divided into 2,000 shares of the par value 
of $100 each; that the business carried on by the said Uncas Paper 
Company under its charter was and is the manuiacture and sale 
of paper and similar commodities, in which it has and is now 
making large profits; that the location of its said properties is at 
Norwich in the State of Connecticut. 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that a certain other 
corporation, known as the American Straw Board Company, was 
in the year A. D. 1889 duly incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Illinois with a capital stock of $6,000,000, divided into 
60,000 shares of the par value of $100 each; that the nature of 
its business as expressed in its charter of incorporation is the manu- 
facture and sale of straw board, wood pulp and wood pulp boards 
and paper of all kinds. 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that during the 
year A. D. 1902 the said United Box Board and Paper Company 
acquired and became the owner of 57,883 shares (or more than 
nineteen-twentieths) of the entire capital stock of said American 
Straw Board Company, and has ever since that time and is now 
the owner thereof, notwithstanding the pretended sales, pledges 
and mortgages thereof hereinafter set forth. 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that at the time 
the said United Box Board and Paper Company became the 
owner of said shares of stock of said American Straw Board 
Company the said American Straw Board Company had a surplus 
from its accumulated earnings amounting to $363,558; that the net 
earnings of said American Straw Board Company since the said 
United Box Board and Paper Company acquired a majority of 
the stock thereof have been as follows:

Your orator further represents unto your honors that on the 
ist day of January, A. D. 1905, the affairs of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company were managed and controlled by a board of 
seventeen directors, as follows: O. C. Barber, W. M. Graves, S. B. 
Fleming, E. R. Stettinius, J. K. Robinson, R. E. Evans, C. D. 
Brown, L. A. Wiley, D. McCalley, W. A. Russell, C. S. Merrill, 
James A. Roberts, J. D. Powers, A. H. Ivins, C. B. Oglesby, W. C. 
Staley and F. M. Peet. ~

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Your orator further represents unto your honors that also on 
said Ist day of January, A. D. 1905, the affairs of said American 
Straw Board Company were managed and controlled by a board 
of seven direcrors, as follows: O. C. Barber, W. M. Graves, E. R. 
Stettinius, W. A. Russell, J. K. Robinson, S. B. Fleming and E. M. 
Watkins. 

Your orator further represents unto your honors that he is in- 
formed and believes and charges the fact to be that O. C. Barber 
has always been the dominant force in the affairs of the said 
United Box Board and Paper Company, and in the affairs of the 
said American Straw Board Company; that the other directors of 
the said United Box Board and Paper Company and the other 
directors of the said American Straw Board Company have always 
been and are now under the control and domination of said Barber, 
either as nominal holders of said stock in said companies, which is 
in fact owned by said Barber, or by reason of Barber’s personal 
power and influence over them, and each of them or otherwise. 

Your orator further represents unto your honors that shortly

Your orator further shows unto your honors that in further 
pursuance of said fraudulent and wrongful agreement and_con- 
spiracy the said board of directors of the said United Box Board 
and Paper Company have attempted at various times during the 
years A. D. 1903, 1904 and 1905 to pledge, hypothecate, handle and 
juggle the said stock of the American Straw Board Company 


owned by the United Box Board and Paper Company in such a 


purposely involved manner that none of the shareholders of said 
United Box Board and Paper Company (save those on said board 
of directors) have an intelligent idea of the state of the financial 
affairs of the said United Box Board and Paper Company. That 
in further pursuance of said unlawful agreement and conspiracy 
the said Barber and his associates upon the board of directors 
of the said United Box Board and Paper Company, and for the 
purpose of further obscuring, involving and entangling the affairs

the payment of said bonds said United Box Board and Paper 
Company pledged, mortgaged and conveyed to the said Trust 

mpany of America, trustee, all of its holdings of stock in the 
American Straw Board Company. 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that he is informed 


and believes and states the fact to be that said collateral trust deed 
contains various conditions and provisions which the said O 

Barber and his associate directors of the United Box Board-and 
Paper Company may, and your orator believes, will take advantage 
of in order to secure the said stock of the American Straw Board 


Company, among which provisions is one that provides that in the 
event of a foreclosure of said collateral trust deed said capital 


stock of the American Straw Board Company should be sold in 


one lot and as an entirety. All of which will more fully appear 
from the said collateral trust deed or a certified copy thereof 


upon the hearing of this cause. - 

Your orator further shows unto your honors that by reason of 
the premises the market value of the said United Box Board and 
Paper Company has declined, and that at the present time the pre- 
ferred stock has a market value of only i per share and the 
common stock has a market value of only $1 per share. 

Your orator further states that he is informed and believes, and 
so charges the fact to be, that in further pursuance of said unlaw- 
ful agreement and conspiracy the said Barber and his associate 
directors of the United Box rd and Paper Comper intend to 
so further involve the affairs of said United States Box Board and 
Paper Company, and to so mismanage and so misapply the earn- 
ings of said United Box Board and Paper Company that default 
will be made in the payment of the instalment of interests soon 
to become due on said collateral trust mortgage, and the said 
collateral trust msortange will be foreclosed under the terms thereof 
and the said stock of the American Straw Board Company bought 
in by the said O. C. Barber and his associates aforesaid, and the

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TO SELL HOLDINGS. 


A New Company Organized to Purchase 
Straw Board and Uncas Stock. 


The American Box Board Company Was Incorporated Last 
Week for the Purpose of Buying the Holdings of the Compa- 
nies Mentioned—Money Needed to Pay Debts. 


The United Box Board and Paper Company has formally an- 
nounced its plan providing for the liquidation of its $850,000 float- 
ing debt. A new corporation under the laws of New Jersey, known 
as the American Box Board Company, was incorporated last week 
by the Barber interests for the purpose of purchasing and taking 
over and paying for all right, title and equity of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company in 42,980 shares of the American Straw 
Board Company, subject to the lien of the collateral trust mort- 
gage, under which they are deposited, and also 1,975 additional 
shares of American Straw Board stock owned by the United Box 
Board and Paper Company, together with $562,500 general mort- 
gage bonds of the United Box Board and Paper Company. The 
purchase price agreed upon for all these securities is $850,000, the 
amount required to liquidate the United Box Board and Paper 


Company’s floating debt. It is proposed to sell the $562,500 gen- 
eral mortgage bonds at 80 per cent. of their face value.

To the Stockholders of United Box Board and Paper Company: 


The steps heretofore taken to readjust the financial affairs of 
this company had in view the retirement of the general mortgage

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UNION BAG BUYS OUT ALLEN BROTHERS. 


The Entire Plant and Property of the Allen Brothers Company, 
of Sandy Hill, N. Y., Purchased by the Union Bag and 
Paper Company—aAllen Brothers in Business 50 Years. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Giens Faris, N. Y., December 24, 1906.—Announcement has 
just been made of the purchase by the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany of the entire plant and real property of the Allen Brothers 
Company at Sandy Hill. This is the most important purchase 
made by the company since its organization, and means in addition 
to its enlarged capacity and the taking over of a complete and 
up to date pulp and paper plant the entire control of the power at 
Bakers Falls. The consideration in the transfer is not stated. 

The plant of the Allen Brothers Company includes both pulp 
and paper mills. The property is on Bakers Falls, and is the first 
one below the falls. It is bounded on the north and on the south 
by the property of the Union Bag and Paper Company. The pur- 
chase of the Allen Brothers plant also brings to an end the litiga- 
tion between the two companies which was breught to define the 
rights of the parties to the use of the power of the river. The 
transaction makes the rights of the Union complete, so that there 
can be no possible hindrance to the full development of its prop- 
erty on both sides of the river. 

“The mills will be taken under the management of the pur- 
chaser January 1. It will continue as at present,” said James F. 
Bush, resident manager of the company, last night, “with the same 
operating organization, under the same superintendent.” 

The paper mills of the Allen Brothers plant have six machines 
and a capacity of 60 tons of paper daily. The pulp mill has eight 
grinders and consumes twenty-five cords of wood daily. No tim- 
ber land is included in the purchase. The mills will be employed 
on various kinds of paper under the new ownership—bag, express 
and hanging papers. 

The sale of the Allen Brothers plant comes at the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the business, and marks the retirement 
of Loren Allen from an active interest in the business of which 
he was a pioneer. From a small beginning in 1857 the business 
was developed until it became one of the most important in north- 
ern New York. The founders were the late Hiram Allen and his 
brother, Loren Allen. The business was conducted as a partner- 
ship under the name of Allen Brothers until 1890, when the cor- 
poration, Allen Brothers Company, was formed. The officers 
chosen then continued in their positions until the death of Hiram 
Allen made a vacancy in the presidency. The other officers are: 
Vice president, Loren Allen, and secretary, Marcus C. Allen. 

The real estate includes: Mill, 248x428 feet; storehouse No. 1, 
28x52 feet; storehouse No. 2, 55x144 feet; storehouse No. 3, 55x116 
feet; storehouse No. 4, 66x185 feet; storehouse No. 5, 55x140 feet; 
storehouse No. 6, 92x112 feet; boiler house, containing nine boilers, 
56x116 feet, with a magnificent stack 150 feet high; new pulp mill, 
30x300 fee! The plant has always been maintained in the highest 
possible state of efficiency. The company employs 180 men and 
six girls. Connecting the various buildings and the freight houses 
is an electric railroad. The plant is equipped complete with the 
most modern apparatus for protection against fire. 


Tax Assessments of Wisconsin Mills Reduced. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.eton, Wis., December 24, 1906.—A brief reference was made 
last week in this correspondence to the result of the suit brought 
against the city of Neenah by the Kimberly & Clark Company, the 
Neenah Paper Company and the Neenah and Menasha Water 
Power Company to reduce the assessed valuation of their proper- 
ties, which resulted in a decision very favorable to the companies. 
It was stipulated that Judge Cleveland, of Oshkosh, before whom 
thé suits were tried, might fix the valuation of the properties and 


the companies would pay taxes accordingly. The judge reduced the 
valuation of the property of the Neenah and Menasha Water 
Power Company from $130,000 to $80,000; the mill property of the 
Neenah Paper Company from $115,000 to $98,500, and of the Kim- 
berly & Clark Company from $227,000 to $120,000. 

The mill properties have always been assessed higher than the 
companies thought they ought to be, but the companies never took 
action about it until this year. Heretofore the water power was 
assessed as part of the valuation of the mill properties; but this 
year the board of review left the assessment of the mills the same 
as before and then assessed the water power of the Neenah and 
Menasha Water Power Company $135,000 in addition. This was 
something never done before, and as according to the terms of the 
water power leases the lessees would have to pay the tax, it 
amounted to adding $135,000 or so to the valuations of the mills. 
Under these circumstances the worm turned, and as it turns out 
it did well in doing it, Judge Cleveland finding that the action of 
the board of review was illegal, and directing judgment against the 
city.

Holyoke Expects an Advance on Medium Writings—Cannot Get 
Paper Fast Enough in Boston—Miami Valley Trade “‘in 
Zenith of Its Glory’’-—No Let Up in Fox Valley, Etc. 


There was a temporary cessation in the demand this week be- 
cause of Christmas Day falling on Tuesday. Consumers forgot 
about their necessities for the time being in order to participate 
in the Christmas festivities. The disagreeable weather of the lat- 
ter part of last week also helped to reduce sales prior to the holi- 
day. The trade generally expects a quiet week, and this condi- 
tion will no doubt continue until after New Year's. The manu- 
facturing and distributing ends of the business were glad of an 
opportunity to secure a little relaxation. The manufacturers 
have no complaint to make about business, and a large number of 
them have orders booked for well into next year. It is needless 
to say that the scarcity of raw materials still continues, together 
with comparatively low water and a shortage of cars, The mills 
do not look for any relief in this direction unl next year. There 
are no real prompt deliveries being made at present, and the 
best they can quote is thirty days, and they refuse to guarantee 
this on new business. The year-end sales continued up to the 
latter part of last week under a heavy demand, and December's 
totals will show a substantial increase over those of the same 
period last year. The dealers are more than satisfied with the 
market conditions which have been in progress during the past 
six weeks or more, and they are confident the balance will be on 
the proper side of the ledger when they compare the figures this 
week. There will be a general house cleaning this week among 
the paper houses in New York in order to settle up the odds and 
ends before the close of the year. Taking inventories of stock on 
hand will be one of the amusements of the week. It would not 
be well to overlook the fact that the manufacturers of tissue 
papers held a meeting last week and advanced prices to a profit- 
able basis. Even the manufacturers of the cheap grades of blot- 
ting paper worked up sufficient courage to get together last week 
and advance prices a quarter of a cent and also make a charge 
for cutting and banding. With the exception of the above men- 
tioned advances the market was without special feature, and 
when the new year arrives everyone will be prepared to handle 
the big demand which they say is bound to follow this holiday 
lull. 


Holyoke Expects an Advance on om Writings. 


Western Massachusetts

The mills in western Massachusetts have been very busy today, 
for as a rule a majority of them will be closed tomorrow to allow 
for an observance of the day by employees Much work has, 
therefore, been crowded into the day that would have been left 
over. Manufacturers are well pleased with the condition of trade, 
and many of them have taken home good sized orders in anticipa- 
tion of a possible increase in prices at the beginning of the new 
year Mill men have no reason for not thoroughly enjoying the 
day from a business standpoint, as the month has been one of 
prosperity. The year also has yielded much to the paper manu- 
facturer, and business at the present time is such that he has every 
reason to be joyful—unless it may be for the fact that his mill is 
bardly large enough to accommodate the business that is com- 
‘ng in. 

Reports of a satisfactory trade are received from the American 
Writing Paper Company, and next week the various managers of 
the different divisions will begin the taking of stock for the in- 
ventory—and this work is loved so well by the managers! It is 
expected that the annual financial statement of the company, which 


will be submitted to the directors late in February or early in 
March, for the current year, will show a very prosperous year. 
The company has had a good business both in -the fine mills and 
the book mills. Business is extremely fine at the present time, 
and December has been one of the best months of the year, it is 
stated. 

The Whiting Paper Company has all of the business that it can 
comfortably attend to; the mills at North Wilbraham are being 
run on good sized orders, while trade with the Holyoke mills is 
fully up to the average. 

The Crocker-McElwain plant is running full, and the statement 
is made that business is somewhat better than was anticipated. 

The Chemical Paper Company is working overtime to some 
extent, and it is stated that the force of employees had had to be 
increased somewhat of late. The mill is handling a good amount 
of business, and the number of orders have increased materially 
of late. 

The Byron Weston Company, at Dalton, has a satisfactory busi- 
ness in its ledger papers, and both mills are running full. 

The B. D. Rising Paper Company has met with success in its fine 
grades of bond papers, trade having continued good during the 
week. 

There are still rumors of an increase in the price of some grades 
of papers with the coming of the new year, but these cannot be 
verified, neither are there any official denials of the reports. There 
is a general belief in circles familiar with the trade that within a 
short time the medium grades of papers (writings) will be ad- 
vanced 2 or more cents per pound, and other conditions added to 
the sale that will make it more advantageous to the manufac- 
turer. Perhaps the jobbers may expect some more “trade cus- 
toms.”

In these days of strenuous prosperity reports concerning the 
paper business continue of the same tenor, and while such reports 
are of a cheerful nature and are very optimistic they become 
monotonous for the want of variety. Even today, on the eve of 
Christmas, when everybody ought to have a day off to look after 
personal matters incident to the holiday needs of the morrow, 
the demands of business keep the bosses and their workers Closely 
confined to store duties. The most serious complaint of jobbers is 
the delay in getting paper from the mills owing to the congestion 
in transportation and the overcrowded condition of the local rail- 
road freight depots. Annoying as these delays are, city jobbers 
seem to think that they will be more so next month, when Janu- 
ary deliveries are wanted for immediate consumption. The manu- 
facturing branch of the trade is just as busy as it is possible for 
the mills to be, judging from the reports of the mill representatives. 
The local official of Maine’s largest manila paper manufacturing 
plant stated that his mills were running to their full capacity, with 
plenty of unfilled orders on hand and new orders are being con- 
stantly received. Reports fom the book mills are of The same 
tenor. Manufacturers dependent upon the market for ground 
wood pulp are likely to experience some trouble in getting pulp 
very soon, as the supply is short because of low water and the 
prospects of a more bountiful supply of water are not very encour- 
aging at the present time.

Board and paper prices have not been affected by the scramble 
in the speculative markets. Prices have held firm, though there is 
no anticipation of a further advance until after the 1907 trade is 
fairly started and the manufacturers have again had opportunity 
to take account of stock.

Toronto Reports Very Good Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Toronto, Canada, December 24, 1906.—Men in the wrapping, bag 
and news print lines report business as never mpre active, and with 
orders for goods being turned away because of lack of goods to 
fill them; also of goods being forwarded by express because of the 
shortness to which the rise of raw materials and the stoppage of 
pulp mills have brought some stocks. Along with this there is a 
complaint in some quarters in the book and writing lines, in fact 
in the higher priced goods, that orders are not any too plentiful, 
and that there has been some cutting of prices. On the whole, 
however, trade reports continue very good. The number of 
Christmas editions this year exceeds all previous years, and the 
size of the various editions surpasses anything seen in Canada 
before. Newspapers have had to come out in enlarged form to 
handle the advertising offering, and this has been reflected by the 
shortage of paper seen in some places, where the ordinary supply 
gave out before the next consignment was due. The Canadian 
Post Office shows a surplus on its operations during the last year, 
which is taken as showing both the prosperous state of the coun- 
try and also that the new rates adopted a little more than a year 
ago increasing the postage on books, newspapers and some other 
lines have proved profitable. Reports as to the supply of pulp 
continue about the same, and prices continue unchanged at from 
$20 to $23 for ground wood delivered to Canadian mills, and $38 
to $40 for sulphite. By: 


Miami Valley Trade “in Zenith of Its Glory.” 


{FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 24, 1906.—Trade conditions have 
changed but little since last week, though most of the traveling 
forces are in and little new business is now expected until next 
year. Nevertheless, nearly all mills and wholesale houses have 
sufficient orders ahead to run them for a couple of months, and 
no fear is expressed that the temporary cessation of the salesmen’s 
work will materially affect the order of affairs. In truth, for some 
time the need of the salesman on the road has been more to ex- 


plain the many advances than to make any attempt to sell paper. 

The usual replies were received this week from most of the 
tradesmen who believe that the trade is just now in the zenith of 
its glory, and that better conditions will prevail only when the 
price lists are substantially arranged and it is definitely known 
what the manufacturers can expect in the way of raw matefials. 

That the demand for the better grades of paper is keen has been 
evidenced time and again, and indications now point to a continu- 
vance of this demand. This has undoubtedly been the greatest 
year in the recent history of the paper trade, and all branches of 
the industry have benefited. 

Considerable interest centered here in the proposed plan of the 


United Box Board and Paper Company and in the suit brought 


by one Sidney Mitchell in Chicago for an injunction restraining 


the payment of dividends. While the company has several mills 
in this valley and State, the principal interest here lies in the fact 
that President Barber is an Ohio man and has been active, to- 
gether with several other former American Straw Board officials 
of this neighborhood, in operating the United. 

News was received at Franklin, where the Union Bag and 
Paper Company conducted a mill for a long time, that it had se- 
cured control of the water power and rights on the Hudson River 
at Bakers Falls by the purchase of the paper and pulp manufac- 
turing plant of the Allen Brothers at Sandy Hill. It is under- 
stood here that this purchase includes three paper mills and one 
pulp mill. M. V.

FULL PARTICULARS OF ALL OUR SYSTEMS, WITH ILLUSTRATIONS, 
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TISSUE PAPERS ADVANCED. 


High Cost of Raw Materials Has Forced the Manufacturers to 
Raise Prices—Overproduction and Profitless Competition 
the Two Main Evils They Have Had to Contend With. 


At a meeting of the principal tissue paper manufacturers of the 
country, held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, on Wednes- 
day of last week, prices were advanced, as was predicted in a 
previous issue of THe Paper Trappe JournaL. The new prices, 
which became ettective immediately. are as follows:

The above are the basic prices, and all prices on lighter weights 
and smaller sizes will be quoted accordingly. The agitation for 
higher and uniform prices has been in progress for some time, 
but with small success, as the majority of the manufacturers took 
very little interest in the movement and the call for concerted 
action always failed. When the shortage of wood pulp and sul- 
phite began to press the manufacturers, and prices on their raw 
products began to soar, the tissue men became somewhat alarmed, 
and upon being again approached recently on the subject of joining 
in a trade agreement for the betterment and the more uniform 
grading of prices they proved very willing listeners. 

While the demand on tissue papers has increased along with the 
other grades prices of tissue paper continued the same, while the 
other manufacturers were compelled to make advances. Previous 
to the increase in the demand on all grades of papers which started 
several months ago the tissue market was particularly weak, and 
more so, perhaps, than any of the other grades. This was caused 
by a production which was much greater than the actual demand. 

When the demand began to decrease a year ago the whole 
market became demoralized and the manufacturers were content 
to accept orders at almost any price in order to keep their mills 
running. This practice has been in vogue to some extent until 
recently in the face of a general market advance on all grades of 
paper. 

A few weeks ago several of the tissue mills sent out notices 
of an advance, but this did not have the desired effect. When the 
manufacturers were asked to attend last week's meeting they 
showed no hesitancy in responding, as was indicated by the large 
number present. 

One of the manufacturers, upon being questioned as to the actual 
strength of the organization, said: “As long as the present high 
cost and shortage of raw materials continue you can rest as- 
sured there will be no weakening. Why, would you believe the 
cost of my sulphite has increased 60 cents per hundred during the 
past two months, and while I have been able to get a little more 
money for my paper it has been only nominal and entirely out of 
proportion to my greatly increased cost of production.” 


Low Water Troubles Canadian Mills. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

MonrTrea, Canada, December 24, 1906.—Unless a big thaw comes 
along during this winter the paper trade will be in an awkward 
position, as the severe frosts of the past month have more than 
ever intensified the troubles resulting from scarcity of water, There 
have been no increases in prices of late, nor are any regular in- 
creases expected by the trade as a whole, but things are in such 
condition that a raise may be made by individual firms at any time 
they feel like it; and they are pretty sure to be able to sell at the 
increased rates because there is no paper in the country at all, and 
with mills shut down or running half force dealers are compelled 
to work from hand to mouth in order to keep pace with orders at 
all. The mills that can run by steam power are working night 








and day, and have more work than they can handle in order to do 
the work which the water power mills cannot take care of. 

There has been a slight advance in pulp of late, the total in- 
crease amounting to about $2 a ton. Pulp prices now range about 
$13 to $14 at the mill for ground wood pulp and from $35 to $40 
at the mill for sulphite, with a very strong demand for all that can 
be turned out. Many of the mills which make their own pulp 
are unable to make enough for their own requirements, and are 
free buyers of both pulp and paper in order to keep up with their 
orders. 

The Dominion Paper Company is taking advantage of the in- 
ability to run its mills owing to lack of water to instal very ex- 
tensive improvements on its mills at Kingsey, on the Nicolet 
River. The company intends enlarging the whole plant and put- 
ting in new machinery, which will increase their capacity from 10 
to 20 tons a day—just double its present output. The mill has 
been closed down since October, and a new Pusey & Jones ma- 
chine is being put up, with a steam power plant, so as to obviate 
future trouble from scarcity of water. The company expects to 
spend about $30,000 on the improvements.

Restrictions Again “Off” Temporarily at Holyoke. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 24, 1905.—All of the restrictions 
placed on the use of water from the canals of the Holyoke 
Water Power Company were removed at noon Saturday of last 
week, leaving the mills to run on an unlimited supply for a short 
time. A. F. Sickman, hydraulic engineer for the company, stated 
this evening that tn his opinion it would be necessary to place 
restrictions on the mills again about the middle of this week, but 
that the mills would not be confined more closely than was abso- 
lutely necessary for the protection of all concerned. It is likely 
that on Thursday the company will issue restrictions limiting the 
use of water to 50 per cent. surplus and before the close of the 
week it may be necessary to draw the restrictions more tightly 
upon the mills. During Sunday and again tomorrow the pond 
will have filled up some, as nearly all of the mills will be closed 
down tomorrow. 

The mills have been more seriously crippled this winter than 
for many years in the matter of their power, owing to shortages 
of water and the slow transportation of coal, although so far as 
can be learned the coal dealers have kept the mills supplied with 
enough coal to keep them going, but in many of the mills the 
vast piles of coal that have been stored to meet an emergency 
like the present are rapidly diminishing and the incoming quanti- 
ties do not equal those being consumed. 

The car supply remains unchanged and it is still difficult to 
obtain an adequate number of cars to meet the needs of the mills 
witlfout waiting a long time for them. It is claimed that the 
railroads are doing all that it is possible for them to get cars 
into Holyoke for loading. 

Coal men have served notice upon their customers that it is 
absolutely necessary to place orders as far ahead as possible for 
bituminous coal and that then the dealers will not be responsible 
for its delivery. - Ferry.

The Suit Against United Box Board Company. 

The long continued financial troubles of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company are now likely to be aired in court, judging 
from the contents of the bill in equity brought in Chicago late last 
week against President Barber and the directors of the company. 
The complainant in this action, who is supposed to represent a pro- 
tective committee of the stockholders, seeks to enjoin the officials 
of the United from paying any dividends out of earnings of the 
American Straw Board Company or the Uncas Paper Company, 
except to the United. While both of these companies have been 


making money, their profits, it is said, have not gone into the 


treasury of the Box Board Company, where, it is claimed, they 
should have gone 

In the complaint which we this week print in full serious charges 
of financial jugglery are made against President Barber and his 
associates: it is, in fact, openly charged that they created an in- 
volved situation in regard to the ownership of the American and 
Uncas properties for their own gain, the earnings of these two 
companies being diverted from the stockholders of the United, to 
whom, through their ownership of the American, which in turn 
owned the Uncas, they rightfully. belong. 

The application for an injunction in the bill in equity is really a 
move to checkmate the plan of President Barber and his asso- 
ciates to sell the United’s holdings of American and Uncas stock 
to the newly organized American Box Board Company, which was 
of purchasing these hold- 


incorporated last week for the ‘purpose 


ings. With these valuable assets disposed of there would be little 


of value left in their company for the stockholders of the United. 


Assuming that the bill in equity is a serious attempt of the 


stockholders to protect their property, developments of great in- 
terest may be expected in box board matters. For a time at least 


the plan of the officials of the United to raise money to meet the 


pressing indebtedness of the company is sidetracked. But as some- 


thing must be done early next month in the way of meeting these 
obligations, the possibility of a receivership for the United looms 
up pretty large. The evil day has been put off now for a long 
time, so unless President Barber's plan of raising money is car- 
ried out there will be defaults that mean further applications to 
the courts. The suit brought in Chicago last week will no doubt 
have very serious consequences, as the trade will soon know. 


Union Bag Wins Safrtagement Case. 


The long drawn out litigation over one of the basic patents for 
making self opening square bags has been decided in favor of the 
Eastern Bag Company, a patent holding company owned by the 
Union Bag and Paper Company. The defendant in the suit was 
the Continental Paper Bag Company, which, by the decree of the 
court, is perpetually enjoined from using the appliances covered 
by the patent. 

While on its face the decision looks damaging to the Continental 
the fact is that the only injury done is to the pocketbooks of both

plaining company. As it is very little has been gained, because 
new improvements have been made in bag machines which obviate 
the necessity of using the old one about which infringement was 
claimed.

with new devices that do the work just as well as the old ones. 
The near expiration of most of the old patents adds to the neg- 
ligible fruits of the Union's victory. Then, again, the fact that a 
number of concerns have been making automatic bags for the past 
year or more without being stopped renders the injunction in the 
Continental's case of little actual value. It is therefore quite evi- 
dent that the day of exclusive proprietorship in self opening bag 
machines has gone by. In the near future every paper bag con- 
cern will be making a full line of bags, self openers included.

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UNION BAG WINS PATENT CASE. 





The Circuit Court of Appeals Decides Long Litigation Against 
Continental Paper Bag Company—Perpetual Injunc- 
tion Granted Against Latter for Infringement. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Boston, Mass., December 24, 1906—By a divided court the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals today affirmed the decree 
of Judge Putnam, of the Circuit Court for Maine, granting an 
injunction in favor of the Eastern Paper Bag Company, of Boston, 
against the Continental Paper Bag Company, of Portland, in the 
suit for the infringement of a patent on machinery for making 
square bottom paper bags. 

This is one of the most important patent cases in litigation here, 
and attracted much attention at the time of the arguments before 
the Appellate Court. For purposes of illustration ponderous paper 
bag machines were set up in court. The case was heard before 
Judges Colt, Lowell and Aldrich. 

Judge Aldrich wrote a long dissenting opinion, which will at- 
tract attention because of the thoroughness with which he discusses 
the proposition which he favors, that a court of equity should not 
use an injunction to aid an individual or corporation in maintain- 
ing a secondary monopoly for the purpose of stifling patent com- 
petition in the trades and industries. He declares that the court 
should not aid in suppressing invention and retarding intended 
benefits which would naturally flow in trade and commerce. 

Judge Lowell, who writes the majority opinion, says: 

“It was suggested at the oral argument that an unused patent 
is not entitled to the extraordinary remedy of an injunction. This 
contention was not made in the defendant's printed brief. While 
not directly passed upon, so far as we are informed, in any consid- 
ered opinion of the Supreme Court, yet the weight of authority 
is in favor of the complainant. 

“As we find the claims in suit to be valid and to have been in- 
fringed by the defendant, the complainant is entitled to an injunc- 
tion.” 

“Agree to the conclusion that the patent in suit was infringed,” 
says Judge Aldrich in a dissenting opinion, “but, notwithstanding 
infringement, I contend that injunction relief should not be grant- 
ed because it is an infringement of a paper patent deliberately 
held in non-use for a wrongful purpose. The injunction is not 
asked for against the use of a machine which infringes one which 
the plaintiff in the lower court is making and vending under a 
patent, but against the use of a machine which infringes a patent 
under which the plaintiff is not making or vending and one which 
the plaintiff intends to withhold from the public. 

“The manifest purpose is to withhold the infringed device from 
commercial use with the view of forcing another into the paper 
bag industry; and thus the concrete question is whether equity 
by injunction will aid such a purpose with respect to a legal right. 

“There is no pretense in this case that equitable aid is asked to 
protect from infringement the patent the plaintiff is using in his 
business. In the aspect most favorable to the plaintiff the relief 
sought is injunction protection to a business or an industry built 
up in using a particular invention and through acquiring and hold- 
ing in deliberate non-use a competing invention by way of protec- 
tion. It results, therefore, that a court of equity is asked not to 
protect from infringement the statutorily intended monopoly of 
the right to make, use and vend under a particular patent, but to 
protect a monopoly beyond and broader than that, a monopoly in 
aid of the rightful statutory monopoly of the patent in use. The 
proposition involves the idea of a secondary monopoly maintained 
to stifle patent competition in the trades and industries, and contem- 
plates a condition which at once contravenes the manifest purpose 
of the Constitution, and a monopoly of a kind and breadth and for 
a purpose in no sense ever contemplated by the statutory contract, 


which safeguards the legal right to make, use and vend under a 
particular patent. 

“My contention is not that an individual or a corporation may 
not buy and hold competing patents and control them in a strictly 


legal sense, and recover such damages at law for infringement as 


the rules of law accord to the owner for the invasion of such a 
legal right, but that equity should not, by the arm of injunction, 
aid the owner in a purpose to control and suppress invention. 


“Simple non-use is one thing,” Judge Aldrich continues. “Stand- 
ing alone, non-use is no efficient reason for withholding injunction. 
There are many reasons for non-use which, upon examination, are 
cogent, but when acquiring, holding and non-use are only explain- 
able upon the hypothesis of a purpose to abnormally force trade 
into unnatural channels—a hypothesis involving an attitude which 
offends public policy, the conscience of equity and the very spirit 
and intention of the law upon which the legal right is founded—it 
is quite another thing. This is an aspect which has not been con- 
sidered in a case like this one here.” 

Further, Judge Aldrich says: “The spirit of equity encourages 
the idea, and it is high time that a court of equity charged with 
the reasonable and responsible exercise of a powerful and salu- 
tary function in government should emphasize the idea that busi- 
ness enterprise and single rights, without regard to the question 
whether a given right is patent, or natural, corporate or individual, 
should be protected by injunction only in the opportunity to freely 
run the course upon inherent merit in the natural and ordinary 
channels of business, unrestrained and unobstructed by forces in- 
yolved in unreasonable and inequitable aggregations of rights cal- 
culated to force on the public arbitrarily controlling conditions of 
business; and that equity, consequently, will not through injunction 
aid forces involved in unreasonable cumulations, especially in re- 
spect of artificial rights intended to restrain and obstruct freedom in 
business, and to force a particular right or a particular thing be- 
yond its merit, out of its channel, beyond the status of statutory 
protection to which it is entitled, and into a field of protection 
created by a second monopoly of other artificial rights deliberately 
acquired and held in non-use for the purpose of forcing upon the 
public arbitrarily controlling and absolute conditions of business.” 

“A court of equity by means of injunction,” continues the opinion, 
“should no more aid an individual or a corporation in a purpose 
to control industries through a monopoly of patent rights held in 
intentional and deliberate non-use than it should aid a person or a 
corporation in a purpose through strictly legal title or Government 
grants, not involving invention, to control and monopolize the coal 
industry, or any other industry, where the purpose is to control a 
situation which affects the rights and interests of the general 
public.”

SANDUSKY, OHIO 
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A MOST INTERESTING MILL. 


The New Plant of the Watab Pulp and Paper Company, at St. 
Cloud, Minn., Has Many Features New to Paper Mill Con- 
struction—Description of Buildings and Equipment. 


App.eton, Wis., December 24, 1906.—There is now rapidly near- 
ing completion, on the banks of the Mississippi River, 5 miles 
above St. Cloud, Minn., one of the most interesting paper and 
pulp mills ever erected in this country, if not in the world. 

The company’s dam is built of stone and timbers, the form of 
construction being that known as a crib dam. The base of the 
dam is 72 feet wide, and rests on “hard pan,” a clay so hard that 
every bit of excavation had to be done with pickaxes and heavy 
plows. The dam will maintain a head of 15 feet, and with flash 
boards an additional 3 feet is secured, giving a total head of 18 
feet. The spillway of the dam is 215 feet long; there are three 
20 foot gates, and a 20 foot log sluice, thus giving a large amount 
of gateage with which to handle floods. 

The abutments, foundations of buildings and floors are all of 
reinforced concrete, the Turner system having been followed. The 
upper portions of the walls are of cream brick, the roofs are of 
steel, with Lewis crushed granite covering. Twenty-five thousand 
barrels of Alpena cement were used in the construction, crushed 
granite and sand being the other constituents, making an ex- 
tremely solid mass. 

The plant consists of a wood room, 40x72 feet; a boiler house, 
56x72 feet; an electrical power house, 368x70 feet; a mechanical 
power house (the grinder. and the wet machine rooms), 528x162 
feet; a beater room, 44x126 feet; a pump house, 22x38 feet, and a 
machine room, 76x236 feet. The chimney is a double brick chim- 
ney, 167 feet high. 

The wood room is equipped with a saw built by the Appleton 
Machine Works, five Lombard barkers, a splitter, built by the 
Friction Pulley and Machine Works, and three conveyors, installed 
by M. Garland & Co. All of this machinery is operated by direct 
connected, alternating current, Bullock motors. A blower system 
carries the bark and other refuse to the boiler room. Wherever 
it has been practicable throughout the mill to “install individual 
motors it has been done. There is a refreshing absence of pulleys, 
shafting, belts, etc. 

The boiler house has two 350 horse power Stirling boilers, one 
equipped with Dutch ovens, the other with a Murphy stoker. 
There is room in the boiler house for two additional boilers, which 
will be installed when the second paper machine is added. The 
boiler house has been laid out with a view to economize both labor 
and coal, and in this respect it is one of the finest boiler houses 
connected with a paper mill, a feature often neglected by paper 
mill architects. The coal is run in on the cars over a trestlework 
and dumped through the bottom of the cars into the storage room 
for coal; from this room it is elevated by an electric conveyor to 
the coal hopper over the boilers, and then fed by gravity into the 
boilers. The ashes are run out in small ash cars to the railroad 
tracks. 

The electrical power station is equipped with two 450 kilowatt 
(80 per cent. power factor) alternating current generators, a syn- 
chronous motor set of 300 horse power capacity, an exciter set 
and an exciter, both of 75 kilowatt capacity, and an eleven panel 
switchboard, built by Lounsberry, Eaton & Co., carrying all the 
latest known devices for the proper utilization of the current. 
There are also two Lombard regulators in this room. A third 
generator and a second motor generator set will be added when 
the second paper machine is installed. This building is high 
enough to make it comfortable for the operators and to maintain 
a low temperature for the machinery. 

The mechanical power house is a two story building. the lower 


story being the grinder rooms, the upper the wet machine room. 
The grinder room is equipped with nine New England grinders, 
with room for nine more, and with a 5 ton traveling crane, for 
handling the pulp stones, the latter being furnished by Greeley 
& Co. 

Each of the grinders is direct connected to two pairs of 32% 
inch Samson Special water wheels, made by James Leffel & Co., 
and each of the generators to three pairs of the same horizontal 
wheels, making in all forty-eight wheels at present installed. 
There is room for one more unit of three pairs of wheels to 
operate the third generator. These turbines are all supported by 
the usual steel harness, resting on concrete walls, but they have 
in addition iron columns supporting them to prevent the shafts 
from bending from the enormous weight of the wheels. The 
power house has been pronounced a model by expert .engineers. 
The company has developed 7,000 horse power at present, making 
it a magnificent power. 

The wet machine room has five machines of the latest pattern, 
built by the Friction Pulley and Machine Works, and twelve 
twelve-plate New Success screens built by the same company. 
The wet machines are all operated by direct connected motors, 
and the screens are so arranged that any one of them can be shut 
down without stopping the rest. Each screen has an individual 
pedestal, equipped with a friction clutch, which is driven by a 
bevel gear operated from a line shaft direct connected to a 100 
horse power motor. In the wet machine room and in the grinder 
room there is no belting of any kind, an admirable arrangement, 
for the former, especially, on account of the moisture in a wet 
machine room. 

The pressure for the grinders is furnished by a Deane Triplex 
Plunger pump, with a direct connected motor on the base, while 
the back-off pressure is furnished by a smaller pump of similar 
construction, making a double pressure system. This insures uni- 
form speed to the grinders at all times. 

The pump house and water filter are equipped with three 6 inch 
centrifugal pumps, with room for two more. These pumps are 
driven by direct connected individual motors. There is also a 
1,000 gallon Knowles Underwriter steam fire pump in this house, 
connected for fire service with the mill and the yards. All the 
water used in the mill for manufacturing purposes is drawn from 
the Watab Creek, a small, spring fed stream that empties into 
the Mississippi just below the mill. This will insure a clean white 
sheet of print paper. 

The beater room is a two story building, containing three 1,000 
pound Jones latest type beaters, with room for three more. There 
are also the necessary chests, size tanks, hydraulic elevators, etc. 
The beaters and chests are all run by electric motors. One of the 
interesting features of this room is the manner in which the Wagg 
Majestic Jordan engine is operated. There is a 150 horse power 
motor direct connected to the plug by a flexible coupling, the 
motor moving on rollers. There is room for a second Jordan, to 
be installed later. 

The machine roomis built for two paper machines, but at present 
only one has been installed, although the base plates for the second 
machine are already laid. The paper machine is a 154 inch Four- 
drinier machine, made by the Beloit Iron Works. It has a 70 foot 
wire, three presses and thirty-four 48 inch dryers. This machine is 
driven by a 250 horse power D. C. variable speed motor, direct 
connected to the line shaft; the suction pump, stock pump, shake 
and screens are each driven by an individual motor, doing away 
with step pulleys, cone pulleys and constant speed shaft. A new 
feature, exclusively adopted by this mill, is the driving of the 
winder on the paper machine by an individual, variable speed motor, 
which will allow the operator to run the winder from a very slow 
speed to a very high speed. The speed of the motor is varied by 
means of a rheostat placed near the winder. In the machine room

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BRITISH PAPER MAKERS MEET. 


The Manufacturers Gave Most of the Time of the Meeting to a 
Consideration of a Proposed Modification of the Wood Pulp 
Contract, Especially With Reference to “Lockouts.”” 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lonpon, England, December 14, 1906.—The autumn general 
meeting of the Paper Makers’ Association was held at the Hotel 
Cecil (Richelieu Room), Strand, on Wednesday afternoon last. 
Lewis Evans, J. P., presided, in the absence of the president and 
vice president, and there was a large attendance. 

The chairman said he had received a telegram from Mr. Dixon 
regretting that he was not well enough to attend the meeting. 

The first matter on the agenda was to consider a modification 
of the wood pulp contract note, with reference to the word 
“lockouts,” in the force majeure clause. 

H. W. T. Garnett, in introducing the subject, said it was one of 
considerable importance. He wished to say in the first instance 
that his suggestion was not made in any way to disturb the prin- 


ciple which had been laid down by the united wisdom of two’ 


committees to their association and of the Wood Pulp Association. 
But it was his intention, and he hoped they would support him in 
his endeavor, to provide an equitable limitation upon the abuse 
of this clause. He proposed that at the end of six months that 
the ordinary law of contract should come into operation, and the 
reason why he proposed it was because there was no provision 
to meet the special circumstances which had arisen during the 
past twelve months, circumstances which by no possible fore- 
sight could have been anticipated by the committees which drew 
up this clause. Now, he submitted to them that the acceptance 
of this six months’ clause by them would not only cover every 
reasonable suspicion under Clause 5—the force majeure—but 
it would protect both the buyer and the seller from any arbitrary 
or unreasonable action by the other party. As the clause now 
stood they, as buyers of the pulp, could not tell for years when 
they were going to get delivery of the pulp that they might buy 
and obviously the same applied to the seller of the pulp. That 
might seem to them extraordinary language, but it was no imag- 
inary case he was putting before them, and he as briefly as pos- 
sible would direct their attention to the circumstances which had 
caused him to bring this forward. For obvious reasons his in- 
tention was not to mention any names in connection with the 
matter. In the late end of the summer of 1905 a contract was 
made for the delivery of a pulp he would call pulp end. That 
was to be delivered under the ordinary clause during the year 
1906. In the March of this year notice was given to the buyers 
of this pulp that owing to a lockout they would get no deliveries. 
This state of uncertainty continued throughout the whole of the 
summer months. On September 7 notice was received of the fact 
that work was resumed and immediate deliveries would be made. 
The buyer that he had in his mind’s eye had not yet received an 
answer to that, and what was more he could not get the slightest 
information as to when he was going to. It was bad enough to 
be without the pulp and to have to fight from hand to mouth, 
but it was worse to find that he was still in that uncertainty. If 
it should so happen now that this delivery did not go forward 
before the navigation closed, the buyer could not possibly get a 
delivery before April of next year. The hardship lay here: in the 
way this clause was draughted it was binding upon both buyer 
and seller. The seller was entitled to deliver to this buyer at the 
ordinary rate at the time when he chose to deliver. His pro- 


posal to them was that at the end of six months this wood pulp 
contract clause should be so altered as to come under the ordi- 


nary law of contract. In other words, that at the end of the 
six months the buyer, if he be the victim, would give notice that 


either he proposes to have his deliveries carried forward for the 
next twelve months, or that he proposes to cancel the unde- 


livered portion, and take only a portion of the pulp. He thought 
no reasonable man, whether he were a buyer or a seller, could 
offer any objection to this, and the great advantage was that it 
would do away with the uncertainty which now prevailed. He 
would like to point out to them how very seriously this affected 
the position of the British wood pulp agent. It disturbed the 
friendly relations which at present existed, he was glad to say, be- 
tween the individuals of the two associations. The wood pulp 
agent lost his customer on this side, and in all probability he got 
cross with the producer at the other end. The producer at the 
other end lost his customer, because naturally the buyer was not 
willing to enter into a further contract with a firm who could 
not be depended upon to make deliveries, as in this instance, even 
within twelve months from the time his deliveries were due. He 
had had the opportunity of mentioning this matter very briefly 
to the president of the Wood Pulp Association, and he found in 
the main that he agreed with him, and he had been told also that 
this clause was put down to be reconsidered at the meeting of the 
Wood Pulp Association. They seemed to have found some dif- 
ficulty, as no doubt they themselves had found some difficulty, in 
draughting a clause which would meet these various points. But 
he thought if they would give them a lead in this matter they 
would do a great deal to settle this difficulty, which was so com- 
pletely upsetting busimess at the present time. He would just 
like to point out that for some reason or other the wood pulp con- 
tract was drawn up in a totally different manner to that of any 
other existing contract. He had got copies from half a dozen 
different firms with whom he had had business, and with the ex- 
ception of a coal contract where deliveries were entirely can- 
celled, three out of every five of the others adopted this system 
which he recommended they should adopt at the end of six 
months, namely, that the suffering party should make this deci- 
sion, whether the undelivered balance should be cancelled or 
whether he should carry it forward in the manner provided un- 
der this clause. He begged to move the resolution standing in his 
name. 

Mr. Lancaster said he felt quite as strongly in this matter as 
Mr. Garnett; the inconveniences were simply enormous in cases 
of this sort. Although it did not meet with much sympathy from 
the Northern Committee, yet it was felt some remedy should be 
made. He had in his hand a number of other contracts, and in 
none of them did two such clauses appear as was found in this 
contract under discussion. He thought it would be wiser for them 
to appoint a sub-committee to deal with the matter, although he 
should support Mr. Garnett. Mr. Garnett said in his resolution 
that it certainly should be a recommendation from that meeting 
to the committee to consult the Wood Pulp Association on this 
business. T. Y. Nuttall seconded the resolution, pointing out 
that the matter cut both ways. 

The chairman said he understood Mr. Garnett wished the mat- 
ter to be referred to the committee to consider. He gave an in- 
stance of hardship that was experienced some years ago in the 
matter of the examination of some pulp by the chemist, when a 
claim was made for short weight on the ground that only a part 
of the pulp was examined. If the matter was considered again 
it might be well to consider whether some clause could be added 
with advantage somewhat to this effect: that in cases where con- 
signments of pulp had to be examined owing to any dispute as 
to quality, moisture, etc., a holder of such pulp should be bound 
to accept, and the person inspecting shall be bound to see, the 
whole or at least 10 per cent. of that unused—practically the whole 
of the pulp should be submitted to the examiner, and that the 
chemist should be bound to ask for it. 

Mr. Garnett’s resolution was put to the meeting and carried. 

The next item on the agenda was with regard to railway com- 


panies “Owner's Risk” rates and consignment notes, 
W. H. Reed and Mr. Jepson, having spoken in support of the 


resolution offered, the chairman read it as follows and put it to 
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the meeting: “That this meeting of the Paper Makers’ Associa- 
tion cordially supports Mr. Hooper's bill limiting owners’ risks, 
and authorizes J. Thomas and Mr. Croft to act as representatives 
of the Paper Makers’ Association on the proposed deputation to be 
present at the Board of Trade.” The motion was carried. 

Mr. Jepson said the growing importation of foreign paper was 
telling very disastrously against some of their English mills. They 
found their greatest trouble was with their buyers; not that there 
was not room for all the production that the English mills could 
make, but that the buyers were giving advantages to foreigners 
that they absolutely refused to give to English makers. And they 
put up with inconveniences and other things that they would not 
tolerate for a moment from English mills. They thought that 
they ought to be prevented and that there ought to be a little 
more patriotism among English newspaper proprietors than there 
was, 

Mr. Nuttall said the object of having this matter put on the 
agenda was to see where they were standing and on what 


lines they were going, whether they were making headway 
against the foreigner or whether the foreigner was making 
headway against them. The statistics that had been put 


before them did not mean very much to the man who under- 
stood this question. Statistics did not show that English trade 
was diminishing. The great point was that the buyer did not 
give them equal conditions; that they did not make their orders 
up for the English paper maker in the way they made them up 
for the foreigner. Another grievance was, and he said it without 
hesitation, that the traders of Great Britain—paper dealers at any 
rate—were taking longer credits from the English in order to pay 
the foreigner promptly. tle thought they ought to have this point 
thrashed out, strengthen each other’s hands and decline to be 
penalized or prejudiced in the way he had indicated. He for one 
was quite willing to stand level with the foreigner, and take his 
chance with him and fall if he could not beat him. But he did 
try as far as he could to claim to be put on the same ground as 
the foreigner, and he thought they all ought to try in their re- 
spective businesses to insist upon having orders made up to com- 
pete on the same lines as the foreigner. With that object rather 
than any other they were taking steps to stop the foreign im- 
portation. What they wanted was a fair field and no favor, and 
if they got that the gentlemen in that room would be able to give 
a good account of the British paper trade. 

The chairman said a meeting was held at Manchester between 
workers and paper makers to see if anything could be done in 
this matter. Several suggestions were made at the time. One 
was to blacklist the newspapers that were using foreign papers. 
That it was considered might recoil on the heads of those who at- 
tempted it. His own experience of foreign buyers was that they 
found it paid them to give something like 2% per cent. more for 
English paper than for foreign, for the greater convenience it was 
to have it over here instead of having to wait and be in the hands 
of the foreigner. He wished to support Mr. Nuttall because he 
thought a great deal more might be done by the buyers not only 
with advantage to the paper they were making but to the buyers 
themselves. 

Roland Green said they found in their business there was a 
great amount of difference in credit allowed—some gave three 
months and some gave almost anything they were asked. His 
firm stuck to their guns, and he could point to firm after firm 
who came to their terms. He also thought they ought to do all 
they could to stop gratuities, as it created immorality in trade. 

The question of dust in rag sorting was then discussed. Mr. 
Joynson said the inspectors had insisted upon them putting in an 
enormous trunk throughout their rag house to take away the dust. 
He did not like it because it took away a lot of the light. The 
women objected because it not only took away light but also 
warmth. After they had put that up the inspector said that was 
not sufficient to please him; he wanted to have a special duct 


from every woman’s hurdle, so that there was a sufficient draught 
of air carried through these ducts to insure the women not hav- 
ing the dust near their mouths. He protested against the whole 
thing and asked Mr. Nash if he would bring it up before the 
whole committee, but he was rather inclined to think he favored 
the idea. It was, he considered, an annoyance, a petty tyranny, a 
fad, and, he was going to say, everything that was bad. Some of 
the women had been employed there forty years, and not one of 
them when asked said that she had ever suffered anything from 
the dust. 

King Smith testified to the use of a scheme for the removal 
of dust that was practical and had worked very satisfactorily. It 
was in use in other factories than paper factories, and inspectors 
were trying to bring it into paper mills. He did not think it was 
so much the dirt as the very fine fibres that got on to the lungs 
of the workers. 

The chairman said from his own experience he was surprised 
that anyone had successfully taken ducts through sorting hurdles. 
For some years past the Government inspectors had been per- 
fectly satisfied with good overhead ducts. They must do their 
very utmost to keep these very fine fibres away from the lungs 
of the work people, and as a matter of policy they must satisfy 
the inspectors somewhat. The least thing they could do was to 
get a model of the apparatus referred to by King Smith that ap- 
parently satisfied the ladies. (Laughter. ) 

The chairman said the code of trade customs (copies of which 
were distributed among the members) were accepted by them at 
the last meeting. Their association with the wholesale station- 
ers had agreed to them. The Scottish Paper Makers’ Associa- 
tion thought the whole matter was settled and wrote to the ef- 
fect that they gave their adhesion to them because they thought 
they were agreed to by both the other associations. 

Mr. Nuttall said his experience had been that many wholesale 
stationers had never heard of these trade customs at all. He 
would like to make a suggestion that they request the committee 
of the wholesale stationers to take pains that the code of trade 
customs was thoroughly circulated among the members of their 
body. They might also, if they could stand it, let copies go to 
some of the largest paper merchants in some of the big trade 
centres. 

Mr. Sykes said he considered these paper trade customs were 
not worth the paper they were printed on. Unless they were 
something they could work upon—unless they got the wholesale 
stationers, the paper merchants and the Scottish Paper Makers’ 
Association to work with them it was no good bringing them for- 
ward at all. It was perfectly certain something ought to be done 
in the matter, especially in regard to the margin and the weight 
given, 

The chairman thought they should distribute these copies among 
their members and try to get the wholesale stationers to dis- 
tribute them among theirs, so as to get them into the hands 
of all who bought paper in the country. They should try by de- 
grees to get them more generally used than at present. He did 
not suppose whatever rule they made it would be a law of the 
Medes and Persians—never broken. But by introducing these 
rules and pressing them here and there they would goa great 
deal to strengthen their position as manufacturers. 

In reply to Mr. Poulter, the chairman said that they would be 
recognized in a court of law. In the course of some further dis- 
cussion it was suggested that they should be published with words 
printed on them to the effect that they bore the united authority 
of the three associations. A vote of thanks to the chairman for 
presiding brought the meeting to a close. Briton.

The Paper Manufacturers Company has almost completed th« 
removal of its stock from the warehouse, Fifth and Minor streets, 
to the public storage warehouse at Delaware avenue and Green 
streets.

basement is located a 1,000 * Tones beater, used to work over 
the “broken.” The “broken” & >: through an opening in the floor 
into a concrete bin, thereby keeping the machine room free of all 
“broken,” and lessening the danger from fire. A reclaiming system 
has been installed in the basement, which reclaims all the stock 
in the waste water coming from the machine, the reclaimed. stock 
running directly into the “broken” beater, thus saving labor. 

The machine room is equipped with an 8 ton traveling crane, 
used for handling the various rolls on the machine, changing the 
wires, felts, jackets, calender rolls and the finished rolls of paper. 

The Watab Pulp and Paper Company has about 4o acres , of 
land for storing pulp wood and for future extensions. The pulp 
wood yard overlooks the log pond, making it very convenient to 
handle the wood by means of a log haul. The company has also 
built a two story hotel, called the “Watab,” which is electric lighted, 
heated by hot water and equipped throughout with hot and cold 
water and with bathrooms. Numerous houses have already been 
built by the workmen, and a prosperous village is rapidly develop- 
ing. The mill is on the main line of the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company, has a telegraph station, a depot, long distance telephone 
and a post office, named Sartell, after the founder of the place. 

One of the commendable features of the organization of this 
compariy is the provision made in the interests of the employees, 
whereby they can acquire an interest in the business on the same 
basis as the rest of the stockholders. Many of the employees have 
already availed themselves of this opportunity. It should promote 
the best of relations between the company and the men and be 
to their mutual benefit. 

The work of the plant and dam is almost done, and the company 
now looks forward to turning out a high grade sheet of news 
early in January.

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IMPROVING QUALITY OF BOX BOARDS. 


The Object of a Recent Invention Is to Regulate Flow of Pulp 
On to Apron and to Manipulate Same So That 
Fibres Will Lay in Different Directions. 


Alfred Wells Case, of Highland Park, Conn., has invented a 
new machine for making pulp board or the like. United States 
Patent No. 838,686. 

The object of the invention is to provide a machine in which 
the supply of pulp to the apron can be so regulated and controlled 
as to produce a web of uniform thickness, and a further object 
of the invention is to so supply the pulp to the apron and manipu- 
late the same that a web shall be obtained in which the fibres 
shall be laid in different directions, crosswise and lengthwise, with 
a result that the finished product shall be extremely tough and 
shall resist disintegration to the greatest degree. A form of device 
in the use of which these objects may be attained is illustrated in 
the accompanying drawings, in which Fig. 1 is a view in side 
elevation, partially in section, of a portion of a paper making ma 
chine, showing the application of the invention. Fig. 2 is a detail 
view, on enlarged scale, m central longitudinal section through the 
cylinder case. Fig. 3 is a perspective view of the cylinder case. 

In the accompanying drawings the numeral 1 indicates the frame

of a paper making machine that may be of any convenient form 
and constructed of any desired material. On this frame, in suitable 
standards, are arranged squeeze rolls 2, between which the wire 
cloths or aprons 3 and 4 travel. These felts or wire cloths 
are constructed in a manner common to machines of this 
class, that is, having a sufficiently open mesh to retain the web, 
but allow moisture to pass through the felt. These felts are in 
the form of an endless apron, common to machines of this class, 
and are caused to travel in the machine in any well known manner, 
passing around suitable rolls constructed for the purpose. 

In carrying out the present invention a cylinder or case 5 is sup- 
ported on the frame of the machine. An opening or openings, 
formed preferably in the top of the case, provide means for the 
supply of pulp thereto, as through a supply pipe or pipes 6. The 
means of supply to these pipes are not shown herein,sit being well 
understood by those skilled in the art that such supply may be 
by means of a pump or other device, causing a flow of the compara- 
tively thick pulp or fibrous material from a vat. The casing 5 is 
also provided at its under surface with an operling 7, through 
which the pulp is supplied to the endless apron 4. Slides 8 are 
secured at opposite ends of the opening 7, these being movable 
lengthwise of the case to determine the width of the opening 7, 
and thus regulate the width of the web. It will be understood 
that any well known form of device for controlling the width of 
the web after pulp is deposited on the endless apron may be 
employed. 

On the side of the casing 5 and controlling the opening 7 is a 
gate 9. This gate is adjustible in a circumferential direction on the 
case for the purpose of varying the width of the opening 7, and 
thus controlling the amount of pulp supplied to the apron. Any 





means of adjustment for this gate may be employed, it being im- 
portant, however, that this adjustment means shall enable either 
end of the gate to be separately adjusted. 

Within the case 5 a feed cylinder 10 is mounted, this cylinder 
being supported on the frame in suitable bearings and the shaft 
being supplied with proper means for causing the rotation of the 
cylinder within the casing. The surface of this cylinder contains 
bristles or teeth by means of which the pulp is supplied to the 
apron 4. These teeth are arranged in rows extending in a spiral 
direction about the cylinder. These teeth or bristles may be 
secured to the cylinder in any desired manner, a satisfactory means 
having been found in the form of strips 11 of card clothing 
wrapped spirally about the cylinder. These spiral rows of teeth 
may be arranged with any desired width between the rows and the 
spirals being given a pitch of any satisfactory degree. 

The casing 5 and cylinder 10 are so arranged with respect to 
the apron 4 that the teeth or brush of the cylinder shall come in 
contact with the pulp as it is deposited on the apron. The direc- 
tion of rotation of the cylinder and the direction of movement of 
the apron 4 are indicated by arrows in Fig. 1, from which it will 
be noted that the two parts travel in opposite directions. The 
rapidly revolving cylinder throws the pulp, partially at least, by 
centrifugal force upon the upper surface of the apron; and the 
spiral arrangement of the teeth causes the pulp to be spread from 
side to side of the apron to form the web. As the mass is depos-

ited upon the apron the contact of the teeth of the cylinder and 
the arrangement of such teeth to travel in a spiral path will cause 
the fibres to be laid in different directions. The depositing of 
the fibres by centrifugal force will cause the fibres to be laid 
depthwise to a certain extent, and the rotation of the teeth and 
their spiral arrangement will tend to lay these fibres in a horizontal 
plane, both widthwise and lengthwise, so that there will be no uni- 
form arrangement of the fibres; but they will be laid in all direc- 
tions horizontally. The pulp is allowed to flow through the sup- 
ply pipes in sufficient quantity to keep the opening 7 full at all 
times and an oversupply being preferably allowed, so that the open- 
ing shall certainly be filled at all times. All surplus is moved by 
the spirally. arranged teeth lengthwise along the surface of the cyl- 
inder, where it is deposited in a vat 12, from which it may be re- 
moved in any desired: manner. 

If in the operation of the machine the supply of pulp to that por- 
tion of the web located at the greatest. distance from the supply 
pipes 6 shall not be of the required thickness, the gate 9 may be 
raised on that edge, and thus allow a greater thickness of pulp to 
flow through the opening 7, to thus equalize the thickness at all 
points of the width of the web. After passing the squeeze rolls 
2 the web may be treated to the various pressing, drying and 
cutting operations common to machines of this class.

Norwicu, Conn, Dec. 24, 1906.—The mill 
owned and until a few months ago operated 
by the Uncas Dyewood and Extract Com- 
pany at Uncasville is to be started up again 
in the immediate future. The mill will be 
utilized in the manufacture of the article 
known as leather board. There is a great 
and increasing demand for this material, 
and the mill will be equipped at once to 
make the goods. After the sale of the plant 
of the dyewood company to the trust a few 
months ago part of the machinery was 
shipped away to the other mills operated in 
the dyestuff business. What remained in 
Montville was destroyed by fire. New ma- 
chinery, adapted to the processes used in 
making the leather board, will be installed 
and the new manufacture commenced at

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OUR TRADE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


In the Whole Trade of the Islands for the Fiscal Year There Has 
Been an Excess of Exports Over Imports to the Amount of 
$6,117,868—The Figures on Paper. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., December 24, 1906.—The report of our 
trade with the Philippines for the past fiscal year shows that as a 
whole there has been an excess of the exports over the imports 
of $6,117,868. This is partly due to the fact that there was an in- 
crease in the trade of the preceding year in anticipation of the 
change in the tariff and a consequent overstocking. 

The import figures show that there is a decided fluctuation in 
those of paper pulp, which in 1904 reached a total value of $255,087, 
France in the lead with $94,830, Austria-Hungary second, with 
$40,081, and the United States third, with $39,606. In 1905 there 
was a decrease to $250,753, and again France was in the lead with 
$71.324, Spain standing second, with a value of $50,434, and the 
United States again third, with $49,074. In 1906 there was a still 
further decrease in total value to $203,695; France, though still in 
the lead, shows a decrease to $68,780, United States second, with 
$36,760, and Austria third, with $32,520. 

The returns for blank books and headed papers show that in 
1904 the total value of these importations into the islands was 
$26,584, of which we supplied $8,411. In 1905 the total increased 
to $30,546 and our share to $10,523, and in 1906, out of a still 
further increase in total value to $34,615, our share was only 
$8,370. 

The returns for printing paper show that in 1904 there was a 
total importation of 1,783,007 pounds at $73,820, in 1905 the quan- 
tity was 2,421,532 pounds at $89,571, and in 1906 1,772,408 pounds 
at $63,041. Each year but one the United States has been the 
leading source of supply; our share in 1904 was 478,265 pounds at 
$20,619, and in that year Germany was in possession of the major 
part of the trade, with 621.738 pounds at $21,504 to her credit. In 
1905 we led off with 1,108,526 pounds at $36,399, and last year 
we had 1,026,896 pounds at $31,887. 

The imports of sand or glass paper are very inconsiderable, and 
show steady decrease in value from $6,030 in 1904 to $3,811 in 
1905, and still further to $1,164 in 1906. 

This is also true of the importation of straw paper and straw 
board, of which in 1904 the total quantity imported was 498,959 
pounds at $24,223, in 1905 it was 417,621 pounds at $11,618, and in 
1906 only 383.779 pounds at $8,623. The leading source of supply 
is always China. 

In 1904 the total amount of wrapping paper and bags imported 
was 495.069 pounds at $26,305, out of which we supplied 66,036 
pounds at $4,443; in 1905 the total was 1,312,740 pounds at $55,906. 
and our share 551,068 pounds at $20,846; in 1906 the total quantity 
was only 900,672 pounds at $39,747, and our share 198,040 pounds 
at $9,745, and this is the first time that we appear as the leading 
source of supply. 

Of writing paper and envelopes there has been a decrease from 
$74.243 in 1904 to $71,770 in 1905, and still further in 1906 to 
$58,111. In every year we have been the leading source of supply; 
in 1904 our share was $27,162, in 1905 $27,663, and in 1906 $26,084. 

The imports of all other classes of paper are very inconsidera- 
ble, the returns for 1904 only showing $4,034; this was still fur- 
ther reduced in 1905 to $1,086, remaining at $1,087 for 1906.

President Roosevelt on the Needs of the Forest Service. 


The following extract is from one of President Roosevelt's 
messages sent to Congress last week: 

“The money value of the national forests now reserved for the 
use and benefit of the people exceeds considerably the sum of 


$1,000,000,000. The stumpage value of the standing timber ap- 
proaches $700,000,000, and together with the range and timber 
lands, the water for irrigation and power, and the subsidiary val- 
ues, reaches an amount equal to that of the national property now 
under the immediate control of the army and navy together. 
But this vast domain is withheld from serving the nation as 
freely and fully as it might by the lack of capital to develop it. 

“The yearly running expenses are sufficiently met by the annual 
appropriation and the proceeds of the forests. Under the care of 
the forest service the latter was increasing at the rate of more 
than $500,000 a year; the estimate of appropriation for the present 
year is less than for last year, and it is confidently expected that 
by 1910 the forest service will be entirely self supporting. In the 
meantime, there is the most urgent need for trails, fences, cabins 
for the rangers, bridges, telephone lines and the other items of 
equipment without which the reserves cannot be handled to ad- 
vantage, cannot be protected properly, and cannot contribute as 
they should to the general welfare. 

“Expenditures for such permanent improvements are properly 
chargeable to capital account. The lack of reasonable working 
equipment weakens the protection of the national forests and 
greatly limits their production. This want cannot be supplied 
from .the appropriation for running expenses. The need is urgent 
Accordingly I recommend that the Secretary of the Treasury be 
authorized to advance to the forest service upon the security of 
the standing timber an amount, say $5,000,000, sufficient to provide 
a reasonable working capital for the national forests, to bear 
interest and to be repaid in annual instalments beginning in ten 
years. 


Recent Orders for Van Noorden Skylights and Ventilators. 


The E. Van Noorden Company, of Boston, Mass., has re- 
cently issued a catalogue of its metal specialties for mills and 
factories, such as skylights, ventilators, etc. The catalogue is 
profusely illustrated, among the views presented being the roof 
of the Eastern Manufacturing Company's mill at South Brewer, 
Me., which is topped by a Van Noorden gable skylight, 177 
feet long, with a span of 16 feet 6 inches. Another view shown 
is that of the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company's mill at 
Ticonderoga, N. Y., showing twelve gable skylights double 
glazed for insulation against the severe cold weather of north- 
ern New York. A view of the roof of J. E. Henry & Sons’ 
mill at Lincoln, N. H., is presented, this view showing a series 
of large hip skylights, with ventilators in alternate bays. An- 
other picture shown is a birdseye view of the several buildings 
of the Great Northern Paper Company at Millinocket, Me., 
on which 100 hip skylights were placed, twenty-eight of them 
double glazed, on which job nearly 50,000 feet of glass were 
used. 

The Van Noorden Company is just now finishing up a big 
job of skylight work for the Eastern Manufacturing Company, 
at South Brewer, Me., and is also at work equipping the mills 
of the Nashua Card, Gymmed and Coated Paper Company’s 
plant at Nashua, N. H., with skylights and ventilators, and 
is placing skylights on the Lock Haven mills of the New 
York and Pennsylvania Company, this being the second order 
from that concern. The company recently finished putting up 
skylights for the Haverhill Box Board Company, and is now 
placing ventilators on the mills of Louis Dejonge & Co. at Fitch- 
burg, Mass. Another order recently finished was at the mill of 
the International Paper Company, Bellows Falls, Vt. 

There are features about the Van Noorden skylights that 
commend them, for which reason they are generally used for 
factory purposes. Any one interested in skylights or ventila- 


tors will welcome the company’s catalogue, since every feature 
of the mechanical construction is so clearly outlined. A copy 
will be sent upon application to the E. Van Noorden Company.

PAPER.—The year-end sales were fully up to expectations and 
the big demand for paper which has been in progress for several 
months showed no signs of ceasing until the latter part of last 
week. The general quietness which will prevail from now until 
after New Year’s will give the trade in general a much needed 
breathing spell. The consensus of opinion is that business has 
been exceptionally good on nearly all grades of paper during the 
month of December. The mills are very busy, and, with few 
exceptions, have orders for several months ahead. The scarcity 
of raw materials, low water and shortage of cars still continues 
and the prospective relief at this time seems out of the question. 
After New Year’s and when the heavy holiday rush is over these 
conditions may improve a little. A breaking of the freight conges- 
tion will relieve matters considerably, as both supplies of raw 
material and shipments of paper are being delayed on account of 
this general tie-up on the railroads. The jobbing trade is now 
preparing and some have started already to take an inventory of 
stock on hand. In summarizing the exact condition of the market 
for the various grades of paper, we find as the old year draws to 
a close that all grades, with few exceptions, have been enjoying 
their share of a very active and heavy demand.

The sup- 
ply of old papers increased considerably during the week, but the 
market is still strong enough to take this increased supply without 
the slightest effect on quotations, which still continue firm all along 
the line. The rag dealers are beginning to point out a scarcity 
of stock, and now that severe weather has set in the supply is 
likely to be still further decreased. For every grade prices are 
firmly held, though the mill men indeed show no disposition to 
bear them down.

Penalized for Taking Timber from State Lands. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORKESPONDENT.]) 


Axpany, N. Y., December 24, 1906.—-The Departtnent of Forest, 
Fish and Game received last week from H. C. Ballou, of Utica, 


$8,940 in penalties for cutting spruce for pulp wood and other tim- 


ber off the State land without permit and without paying for 
same. The conviction of Mr. Ballou and others was brought about 
by State Forest, Fish and Game Commissioner Whipple. The 
penalties are three times the value of the timber cut. In addition 


Mr, Ballou has been indicted under criminal charge, but has de- 


murred to the indictment. There are other cases against alleged 


timber and pulp wood pirates which will be shortly pressed for 
trial. W. E. T. 


Lease of Chaudiere Falls Power Cancelled, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Toronto, Canada, December 24, 1906—On the ground of non- 
fulfillment of conditions the Ontario Government has cancelled 
the lease of the Chaudiere Falls water power on the French River, 
granted in November, 1904, to Messrs. Malcolm Macleod, of To- 
ronto, and Joseph Eugene Serre, of Sturgeon Falls. One of the 
conditions was that the lessees should develop 3,000 horse power 
within two years of the date of signing the lease. This has not 
been done, and so far as the Government is aware no steps have 
been taken to carry out the undertaking. 

The Chaudiere Falls, which now revert to the Crown, are, it is 
said, capable of development up to between 7,000 and 8,000 horse 
power. They are situated on the river at a point near where Lake 
Nipissing debouches into it. The nearest town of any size is 
North Bay, which is about 50 miles distant. Ls 


Brother Hatch Again Scents Pollution. 
Avpany, N. Y., December 24, 1906.—A petition has just been filed 
with Governor Higgins, in which the riparian owners on the Au 


Sable River ask him to issue an executive order immediately 
compelling the mill owners to stop polluting the river and chasm. 

Three years ago the State Commissioner of Health, after an 
investigation at the request of the riparian owners, found condi- 
tions such that he recommended that the pollution be stopped. 
Certain persons interested in the pulp mills, in order to secure de- 
lay, according to the petitioners, caused the Federal Government, 
through the Department of the Interior, to make an investigation 
into the same matter. The petitioners say that Governor Higgins 
has based his delay in issuing an order for the suppression of the 
pollution on a belief that there was an inconsistency between the 
report filed by the State Board of Health and that made by the 
Federal experts. 

The petition just filed states that while the two reports do not 
agree regarding the pollution conditions and their cause in Lake 
Champlain, they do agree regarding the pollution of the Au Sable 
River and Chasm and regarding its cause. Therefore the peti- 


tioners ask the Governor to separate the Au Sable River case from 
the Lake Champlain case and act on the former before his term 
expires. The petitioners believe that Governor Higgins has been 
laboring under a misapprehension.
